Biggest Scene 


The filming of the biggest scene 


ever photographed was mode possible 
by construction of the largest motion 
picture camera crane. A giant boom 
with an extension of 85 feet in any 
direction,-including a direct vertical 
one, 
was designed to photograph 1500 


extras on the forty-acre Atlanta, Geor- 
gia, set in 'Gone with the Wind," the 
Technicolor production starring Clark 
Gable, Leslie Howard and Olivia de 
Havilland and presenting Vivein Leigh 
as Scarlett O'Huro. 


So enormous was the crane's weight 


—140 tons—that u concrete runway two 
hundred feet long and twelve feet 
wide was built along the track where 
the crane moved. The largest camera 
crane previously in existence had a 
boom reach of only 33 feet, entirely 
inadequate for the scenes proposed by 
Director Victor, Fleming. It was de- 
sired to shoot a ' close-up of Miss 
Leigh as Scarlett O'Haro, and swing 
from that directly to a long shot 
of Union Confederate wounded jusl 
brought to the Atlanta railway station 
from the battlefield, in July, 1864.

The giant camera boom was built 


with 
u contractor's rigging crane, 


mounted with its caterpillar tractor on 
two trailers, and supported by forty- 
"ix truck-sized pneumatic tired wheels.

Amos was a herdsman who tended 


his flocks in Tekoa, a little village 
about 12 miles south of Jerusalem. He 
had something of the farmer's sense 
of values and clearness of vision; and 
when he came into Jerusalem and ob- 
served What Was happening in the 
towns and cities, he was shocked and 
was moved to protest , just as a 
plain, honest, hard-working man might 
be disturbed today with much that 
he sees in oiir modern city life. 


It was a time of so-called prosperity 


m Palestine, but what Amos saw was 
extreme contrast of wealth and pover- 
ty. Some were living lives of indul- 
gence arid luxury, while others starv- 
ed. Amos saw not only this con- 
trast, but he also saw that beneath 
it, and In some measure causing it 
there were real injustices. 


It was not only that those wiio pos- 


sessed were unwilling to share with 
those who had not, but society it- 
self was full of materialism and cor- 
ruption. The rich and powerful were 
exploiting the poor for their own 
ends and their own gain. 


Amos describes what he saw in vi- 


vid words, as the poor were being 
trampled upon. He saw also corrupt- 
ion in political life, bribery and dis- 
honesty. He said that the man who 
is prudent would keep silence at such 
a lime. But Amos himself was no 
prudent; he was above all things 
honest and fearless. As he saw these 
great evils in the society of the time, 
he appealed to the people to seek 
good and not evil. He warned them 
that the course they were pursuing 
was bound to bring destruction upon 
them. 


Religion itself was perverted from 


ils true, ways and its emphasis upon 
holiness and righteousness. It had be- 
come very largely a matter of form 
The people were observing their feast 


• 
I".eetinS in their solemn assembl- 


ies. The ywere bringing burnt offer- 
ings, but they were not offering their 
own lives as sacrifices 
unto God 
in holiness, 


So Amos poursed out his wrath on 


these things. He represents the Al- 
mighty as despising in these as- 
semblies. And it is not only the voice 
of Amos, but it is .the voice of God 
that one hears in the greal passage 
ot the 
final verse of our 
lesson: 


"Let justice roll down as waters and 
righteousness as a mighty stream." 


Surely one can read the applica- 


tion of all this to our own day. Amos 
as a prophet of Israel .preaches dir- 
ectly to our own time as much as 
if he actually stood in our midst.

Forester Speaks 


on Idle Land Use 


F. J. Shully Addresses 


Class at Laneburg 


Central 


F. J. Shully, Extension Forester 


from the University of Arkansas, col- 
lege of Agriculture visited Laneburg 
Central High School Thursday, 


While Mr. Shully was at Central 


High School he made an interesting 
speech on proper land use. In dis- 
cussing this subject with the high 
school 'students he brought out very 
clearly the fact that we have much 
land in this section that we have 
been forced to take out of cultivat- 
lion due to severe erosion and con- 
sequently .depleted soil fertility. Mr. 
Shully explained that' this land which 
is classfied as idle at the present 
production of trees. In this way the 
erosion problem would not only be 
eleminaled but in time a permanent 
stand of timber could be establish- 
ed and a steady income guaranteed 
through the application of good fores- 
rty practices. 


After Mr. Shully completed the dis- 


cussion in the high school he carried 
a large group of Agriculture students, 
farmers and business men into a tract 
of forest which is being cared for 
according to' Experiment Station re- 
commendations under the supervision 
of Ozan Lumber Company. A discus- 


sioh on selective cutting was gitf
